PARIS (AP) — France nearly had a 
second airliner collision Monday, the 
Swedish news ag ency reported today 
as a number of airlines boycotted 
French skies because two Spanish 
jetliners collided during a strike by 
civilian air controllers. 
The report from Stockholm said SAS 
pilot Rolf Bandell reported a big plane 
suddenly crossed his course at the 
same altitude Monday near Abbeville, 
in northern France. The report said 
Bandell was flying a Boeing 720 jet 
with 178 persons aboard, bound for the 
Canary Islands.

ports had not informed him of any 
other plane in the vicinity, Bandell 
said. When he reported the near-col­ 
lision, he said he was answered:

One of 
the planes, an Iberia Airlines DC9 , 
broke up in the air and all 68 persons 
aboard were killed. The other, a 
Convair Coronado flown by the 
Spantax charter line, landed safely 
althoug h part of a wing was knocked 
off. It had 108 persons aboard. 
The jets hit in clear weather over 


western France as both were heading 
for I/mdon. Iberia said the dead in­ 
cluded 47 Britons, 11 Spaniards, 2 
Japanese, 1 Irish passeng er and the 7 
Spanish crewmen. 


Another 30 Britons missed the plane 
in Minorca and took another flig ht. 
Most of the 9 9 passeng ers on the 
charter plane also were British. 
Robert Galley, the French minister 
of transport, said the Iberia plane was 
about two minutes behind schedule 
and the Spantax was ahead of schedule 
despite instructions from the g round to 
slow down. He said that, as the charter 
plane was turning at a checkpoint near 
Nantes, the two planes brushed 
wing tips. 


Galley blamed the crash on “pilot 
error” and said. “ I have found nothing 
at the present time which could 
question the responsibility of the 
m ilitary controllers who, in my 
opinion, functioned very correctly.”

PARIS (AP) — France nearly had a 
second airliner collision Monday, the 
Swedish news agency reported today 
as a number of airlines boycotted 
French skies because two Spanish 
jetliners collided during a strike by 
civilian air controllers. 
The report from Stockholm said SAS 
pilot Rolf Bandel! reported a big plane 
suddenly crossed his course at the 
same altitude Monday near Abbeville, 
in northern France. The report said 
Banded was flying a Boeing 720 jet 
with 178 persons aboard, bound for the 
Canary Islands.

Iberia said the dead in­ 
cluded 47 Britons, ll Spaniards, 2 
Japanese, I Irish passenger and the 7 
Spanish crewmen. 
Another 30 Britons missed the plane 
in Minorca and took another flight. 
Most of the 99 passengers on the 
charter plane also were British. 
Robert Galley, the French minister 
of transport, said the Iberia plane was 
about two minutes behind schedule 
and the Spantax was ahead of schedule 
despite instructions from the ground to 
slow down. He said that, as the charter 
plane was turning at a checkpoint near 
Nantes, the two planes brushed 
wing tips. 


Galley blamed the crash on “pilot 
error” and said: “I have found nothing 
at the present time which could 
question the responsibility of the 
military controllers who, in my 
opinion, functioned very correctly.”

O hio Farmers 
Given Chance 
To G et Loans 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) 
A $30 
million emergency loan program for 
Ohio’s disaster-stricken farmers was 
announced Monday jointly by the Ohio 
Department of Agriculture and the 
Agricultural Committee of the Ohio 
Bankers' Association, 
llie loans will be available on a first 
come, first served basis, at up to seven 
per cent interest and up to three years 
to pay, according to Agriculture Direc­ 
tor Gene R. Abercrombie. 
“ The loans will only be given in 
instances where the farmer can justify 
that he needs the loan liecause of the1 
recent disastrous weather conditions,” 
Abercrombie added. 
The state’s farmers suffered severe 
losses during last year’s harvest 
because of heavy rains. 
Abereombie estimated the farmers’ 
losses at between $250 million and $300 
million and noted that the $30 million 
being made available may be only a 
drop in the bucket. 
He said that the bankers’ association 
has agreed to consider raising the 
amount if the $30 million is used. 
The $30 million is being guaranteed 
by $1.5 million from the state’s Rural 
Rehabilitation Trust Fund. 
The state began working on the plan 
several months ago when the Nixon 
Administration impounded emergency 
funds for farmers as one of its eco­ 
nomic measures. 
Don Buckley, secretary of the 
Agricultural Committee of the Ohio 
Bankers’ Association, said that all 
members of the committee approved 
of the program and he is expecting 50 
to 60 per cent of the state’s commercial 
banks to participate in the program. 
If the federal government’s program 
were available to the farmers, it would 
probably cover all of the funds needed, 
Abercrombie said, at a one per cent 
interest rate.

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Pearl Buck Dies; 
Noted Authoress 


DANBY, Vt. (AIM 
Pearl S. Buck, 
the daughter of missionaries, who won 
the Nobel and Pulitzer prizes for her 
writings on China, died today at lier 
home here. She was 80. 
Beverly Drake, Miss Buck’s private 
secretary, said the author died quietly 
about 7:25 a.m. today. She» underwent 
gall bladder surgery last fall. 
Born in West Virginia June 26, 1892, 
Miss Buck was raised in China and 
learned to speak Chinese before she 
learned English. It was that up- 
I»ringing, she said, that influenced not 
only the subject of her writing but her 
style as well. She spent the first 17 
years of her life in CTiina, returned to 
the United States for a stay and then 
worked as a Presbyterian missionary 
in China from 1914 until 1935. The 
Chinese government refused her 
request to revist the country last 
October. 
She won the l*ulitzer Prize in 1932 for 
“The Good Earth," a book detailing 
the rise to power of a Chinese peasant 
which was cited for “ its epic sweep, its 
distinct and moving characterization, 
its sustained story interest, its simple 
and yet richly colored style."

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - A $30 
million emergency loan program for 
Ohio’s disaster-stricken farmers was 
announced Monday jointly by the Ohio 
Department of Agriculture and the 
Agricultural Committee of the Ohio 
Bankers’ Association. 
'Die loans will bt' available on a first 
come, first served basis, at up to seven 
per cent interest and up to three years 
to pay, according to Agriculture Direc­ 
tor Gene R. Abercrombie. 
‘“'Die loans will only be given in 
instances where the fanner can justify 
that he needs the loan because of the 
recent disastrous weather conditions,’’ 
Abercrombie added. 
The state’s farmers suffered severe 
losses during 
last 
year’s harvest 
because of heavy rains. 
Abercombie estimated the farmers’ 
losses at between $250 million and $300 
million and noted that the $30 million 
being made available may be only a 
drop in the bucket. 
He said that the bankers’ association 
has agreed to consider raising the 
amount if the $.‘10 million is used. 
The $30 million is being guaranteed 
by $1.5 million from the state’s Rural 
Rehabilitation Trust Fund. 
The state began working on the plan 
several months ago when the Nixon 
Administration impounded emergency 
funds for farmers as one of its eco- 


DANBY, Vt. (AP) - Pearl S. Buck, 
the daughter of m issionaries who won 
the Nobel and Pulitzer prizes for her 
writings on China, died today at lier 
home here. Sin* was 80. 
Beverly Drake, Miss Buck’s private 
secretary, said the author died quietly 
about 7:25 a.rn. today. She underwent 
gall bladder surgery last fall. 
Born in West Virginia June 26, 1892, 
Miss Buck was raised in China and 
learned to speak Chinese before she 
learned English. 
It was that up­ 
bringing, she said, that influenced not 
only the subject of her writing but lier 
style as well. She spent the first 17 
years of her life in Olina, returned to 
the United States for a stay and then 
worked as a Presbyterian missionary 
in China from 1914 until 1935. The 
Chinese governm ent refused her 
request to revist the country last 
October. 
She won the Pulitzer Prize in 1932 for 
“The Good Earth,” a book detailing 
the rise to power of a Chinese peasant 
which was cited for “its epic sweep, its 
distinct and moving characterization, 
its sustained story interest, its simple 
and yet richly colored style.”

consideration of the bill when it comes 
over from the Senate. 


An April 15th cutoff date for in­ 
troduction of bills in the House was 
proposed this week by Sepaker A G.

Rather, 
they aim to ex press an in terpretation 
of ex perien ce or of history , an in ­ 
terpretation of special im portan ce to 
the dev otees of the my th. 
An d when the m y th or my ths form a 
relativ ely coheren t pattern , when they 
brin g in to bein g a commun ity the 
m em bers of which recogn ize each 
other as fellow dev otees, an d when the 
m y ths in form ritual an d in can tation — 
then we are in the presen ce of a full­ 
blown religion (though, of course, n ot 
n ecessarily on e of the higher on es). 
In a fascin atin g recen t book called 
“ U n secular M an ,” the sociologist 
An drew Greeley has some suggestiv e 
pages on the academ ic religion . On e of 
its compon en ts, for ex ample, con cern s 
the “ McCarthy era,” a “return ” to 
which is regarded as a con stan t an d 
horren dous possibility . 
Greeley first ex amin es the con ten tof 
this my th from the stan dpoin t of the 
historian . In the “my thology Sen ator 
McCarthy has become a far more 
horren dous demon than he was in fact.

Dear Mr. H.: 
Because of the adv an ces in medicin e 
an d the use of the an tibiotics, lon gev ity 
is in creased to the poin t that man y 
more million s of American s are at­ 
tain in g the dign ified status of “bein g 
elderly .” 
Necessarily , more an d more surgery 
in this age group m ust follow this 
lon ger life span . It is aston ishin g how 
much success is obtain ed in surgery 
without addin g man y more risks than 
occur at a y oun ger age. 
Dr. Edward E. Jem erin , of the De­ 
partm en t of Surgery at Mt. Sin ai Hos­ 
pital in New York City , emphasizes 
what phy sician s an d surgeon s all ov er 
America accept as en couragin g facts. 
He believ es it is the phy siological 
age of a person , rather than the 
chron ological age, that determ in es 
addition al risks in the older age 
groups. 
This m ean s that an 8 0-y ear-old per­ 
son whose heart, lun gs, kidn ey s, an d 
circulatory sy stem are in ex cellen t 
shape m ay be less of a risk surgically 
than a 6 0-y ear-old person who is ov er­ 
weight, an ex cessiv e sm oker, or in 
poor gen eral con dition . 
A most im portan t factor in the sur­ 
gery of the elderly is to be sure that 
there is n o great delay that con v erts a 
simple procedure in to an emergen cy 
on e. 
To delay a hern ia operation m ean s 


that y ou in v ite the possible chan ce of 
an in testin al complication which could 
n ecessitate immediate an d urgen t sur­ 
gery . Em ergen cies of this n ature can 
sap an d deplete the v ital en ergy re­ 
serv e of patien ts an d add con siderable 
dan ger to the operation an d the post­ 
operativ e period. 


In addition , it becomes far more 
difficult because of a lack of time to 
use all of the precise an d pain stakin g 
methods before surgery that ordin ar­ 
ily would be av ailable to the surgeon s.

Mental Cures Speeded 


Big things are happening in 
the care of mental illness for 
which m edical science de­ 


serves a hearty pat on the back. 
More persons than ever are 


being adm itted for m ental 
treatment in the United States 
each year, but the number of 
patients in clinics and hospitals 


is lower than it was a tew years 
ago. 
Improvement in turnover in 
mental patients is credited to 
the tranquilizers and anti­ 
depressant drugs which have 
revolutionized mental care and 
in many cases considerably 
shortened the length of stay of a 
patient in a hospital. 


Priced Out Of The Job Market 


With spring officially only a 
few weeks away, some high 
school and college students 


already have discovered the 
bad news thousands of their 


fellows discover every sum­ 
mer: jobs for inexperienced, 
untrained and only partially 
educated young people are in 
short supply. 


It isn’t that there is no work 
to be done nor employers who 


would not like to hire students 
on a part-time basis.

Not only is the more rapid 
turnover resulting in 
lower 
costs in both facilities and pro­ 
fessional help, but it is easing 
disruption to the lives of many 
persons by returning the cured 
patient earlier to his family and 
normal environment. 
The revolution in treatment 
of mental ills has been largely a 


productive work to consume his 
energies. 
Some jobs still exist which 
are not covered by minimum 
wage laws, but their number is 
shrinking as the law’s coverage 
expands and ceiling rises. How 
much the situation is reslon- 
sible for juvenile crime is a 
matter for conjecture, but time 
hangs heavy for the young man 
who has left school and cannot 
qualify for employment. 


Myth Is As Good As A Mile 


In his own eyes, the typical resident 
of academe is a rational and critical 
fellow who looks upon reality with a 
cool and informed eye. Far from him 
be the myths and superstitions of the 
surrounding society. 
An anthropologist, however, if he 
subjected the academy to the same 
sort of scrutiny customarily accorded 
the Trobrianders, Samoans, American 
suburbanites, and suchlike would 
come to a rather different conclusion. 
The anthropologist, roaming through 
the faculty clubs with notebook and 
camera, would discover a veritable 
tropical growth of myth, ritual, and 
magical incantation. Before long he 
would have compiled enough material 
to put out a study comparable to 
Frazer’s work on the vegetation 
myths, or Ha mack’s on the history of 
the Church. 
Myth and ritual, as is well known, do 
not have as their primary intention 
fidelity to historical truth. Rather, 
they aim to express an interpretation 
of experience or of history, an in­ 
terpretation of special importance to 
the devotees of the myth. 
And when the myth or myths form a 
relatively coherent pattern, when they 
bring into being a community the 
members of which recognize each 
other as fellow devotees, and when the 
myths inform ritual and incantation — 
then we are in the presence of a full­ 
blown religion (though, of course, not 
necessarily one of the higher ones). 
In a fascinating recent book called 
“Unsecular Man,’’ the sociologist 
Andrew Greeley has some suggestive 
pages on the academic religion. One of 
its components, for example, concerns 
the “McCarthy era,” a “return” to 
which is regarded as a constant and 
horrendous possibility. 
Greeley first examines the contentof 
this myth from the standpoint of the 
historian. In the “mythology Senator 
McCarthy has become a far more 
horrendous demon than he was in fact. 
Far fewer people suffered because of 
him than the mythology would have us 
believe. There was unpleasantness and 
difficulty in American academia; 
there was not in any sense a reign of 
terror (to fall back on yet another 
mythology).” 
But what then was the genesis of the 
myth? 
Greeley 
has 
a 
shrewd 
suggestion. The myth of the “Mc-

earthy era,” he says, is not “untrue.” 
It expresses the academic’s perception 
of his ambivalent relation to the rest of 
society. Though he is accorded con­ 
siderable prestige, he is also the object 
of substantial suspicion and mistrust 
— some of it, indeed, warranted. 
“The McCarthy mythology,” ob­ 
serves Greeley, “does not merely 
convey the fact of that ambivalence 
but prescribes an approved reaction to 
it and even a set of ritualistic in­ 
cantations that the academic is sup­ 
posed to go through to prevent the 
return of the demon.” 
Another mythic presence on the 
campus is the Negro — not the actual 
Negro who is there to be instructed in 
this or that, but the mythic Negro 
(ritually referred to as The Black) who 
is a prime criterion of one’s virtue, 
nay, one’s salvation. According to 
these norms, one’s virtue is deter­ 
mined by how one “feels” about the 
Negro, and that feeling — if one truly 
aspires to virtue — must be given 
regular public expression through the 
proper 
incantations, 
symbolic 
obeisances, communal sacrifices, and 
so on. lettuce, South Africa, and 
whatnot play useful ritual roles in 
connection with this myth. 
In a new book called “Black 
Education,” Negro economist Thomas 
Sowell shows himself an astute student 
of the workings of the myth. 
‘“Today,” he says, “the expiation of 
guilt is an important need for some 
white academics, particularly those 
who run programs for black students.

I know that I must have a hernia 
operation and have stalled for a long 
time because I am worried. 
I am 68 years old and, frankly, won­ 
der if my age adds greater risks than 
normal. 
Mr. T.H.H.,Iowa 
Dear Mr. H.: 
Because of the advances in medicine 
and the use of the antibiotics, longevity 
is increased to the point that many 
more millions of Americans are at­ 
taining the dignified status of “being 
elderly.” 
Necessarily, more and more surgery 
in this age group must follow this 
longer life span. It is astonishing how 
much success is obtained in surgery 
without adding many more risks than 
occur at a younger age. 
Dr. Edward E. Jemerin, of the De­ 
partment of Surgery at Mt. Sinai Hos­ 
pital in New York City, emphasizes 
what physicians and surgeons all over 
America accept as encouraging facts. 
He believes it is the physiological 
age of a person, rather than the 
chronological age, that determines 
additional risks in the older age 
groups. 
This means that an 8(V-year-old per­ 
son whose heart, lungs, kidneys, and 
circulatory system are in excellent 
shape may be less of a risk surgically 
than a 60-year-old person who is over­ 
weight, an excessive smoker, or in 
poor general condition. 
A most important factor in the sur­ 
gery of the elderly is to be sure that 
there is no great delay that converts a 
simple procedure into an emergency 
one. 
To delay a hernia operation means 


that you invite the possible chance of 
an intestinal complication which could 
necessitate immediate and urgent sur­ 
gery. Emergencies of this nature can 
sap and deplete the vital energy re­ 
serve of patients and add considerable 
danger to the operation and the post­ 
operative period. 
In addition, it becomes far more 
difficult because of a lack of time to 
use all of the precise and painstaking 
methods before surgery that ordinar­ 
ily would be available to the surgeons. 
I hope that the buildup of anxiety 
within you will now be alleviated, and 
that you will follow your doctor’s and 
your surgeon’s advice. 


The safety of anesthesia, coupled 
with the excellent management of the 
patient before and after the operation, 
reduces considerably the risk of 
surgery in the elderly. 


Does the shape of the navel in a new­ 
born child in any way affect the health 
and growth of the child? 
Mrs. R.T.,Ore. 
Dear Mrs. T.: 
The shape, the size, and the appear­ 
ance of the navel depend on how the 
healing took place after the umbilical 
cord was cut. Just as wounds heal dif­ 
ferently in adults, so do they heal dif­ 
ferently in newborn infants. 
Usually, the shape and the protru­ 
sion of the navel do not affect the 
health of the infant and child. 
Only occasionally is there inade­ 
quate and incomplete healing of the 
navel, and a persistent umbilical 
hernia may be present. This condition 
can be easily and safely repaired.

years, a Navy flier promised his three 
daughters he’d make up for having 
deprived them of a father while he was 
a captive of the North Vietnamese. 


“I remember well you were angry 
with me the last time I was gone a few 
months,’’ wrote Ii. Cmdr. Michael I). 
Christian to his 13-year-old daughter, 
Debbie, in a letter slipped from the 
Vietnamese prison dubbed “The Hanoi 
Hilton." 


"Now with six years, you have a 
right to he pretty sore at me.” 
Christian, among Hie freed prisoners 
who landed Sunday in tlx* Philippines, 
got the letters out several weeks ago 
through a POW released in the first 
group. 
For three years after he was shot 
down April 24, 1966, Christian was 
never allowed to write, and his family 
did not know he was alive. Since then, 
letters have lx*en rare. 
ITu* letters are also rare in that they 
are among the few ever written at 


length from a North Vietnam POW 
camp. For years Hanoi allowed only 
six lines and only recently have they 
allowed seven lines.

Department of Transportation today 
proposed to establish the first national 
performance standards for automobile 
tires Sept. I, 1974. 
The National Highway Traffic 
Safety Administration would require 
tire manufacturers to grade and label 
their product for tread wear, traction 
and high speed performance in ac­ 
cordance with the new standards. 
Safety Administrator Douglas Toms 
said the intent is to "help the American 
motorist buy the best possible tires for 
his car.” 
The agency first proposed U.S. tire 
standards in September, 1971. The 
grading system was so complex and 
confusing, however, that widespread 
protests brought about withdrawal of 
those suggested regulations. 
The safety administrator will accept 
industry and general public comment 


on the new proposal until June 4. 
Hie new proposal would grade tires 
for use on 13-inch, 14-inch and 15-inch 
rims. 
Grades for each area 
of per­ 
formance would be moulded into the 
tire sidewall. They also would be 
shown on a label attached to the tire 
tread. 
The label would contain an ex­ 
planation 
of 
the 
grades 
and 
a 
statement that the tire meets federal 
safety standards. 
Grades for tread wear and traction 
would be based on comparisons of each 
with control tires specified by his 
agency, Toms said. 
High speed performance would be 
based on performance on a labratory 
test wheel. 
Grades used to indicate tread wear 
performance would be actual numbers 
specifying the percentage of control 
tire tread wear which m anufacturer’s 
tire is capable of meeting or ex­ 
ceeding. The lowest grade would 
represent the tire which produces less 
than 60 per cent of the control-tire 
tread wear. 
Grades for traction would consist of 
asterisk s—five-pointed s ta rs —with 
three stars representing the highest 
grade, and a dash representing less 
than 90 per cent of the performance of 
the control tire. 


The high speed performance grade 
would Ik * indicated by the letters, A, B 
and C, with A the highest and C in­ 
dicating the minimum level of per­ 
formance as required by the stan­ 
dards.

African Violet Propagation 
Garden Club Program Topic 


Harford Henick presented the 
program 
for 
the Friday 
evening 
meeting of Circleville Garden Club in 
the home of Mr. and Mrs. l,aird Hicks, 
125 Marshall Road.

John Kelchner presided over the 
business meeting. Mrs. Donald Watt 
discussed programs as planned for the 
remainder of the year. 
Mr. Renick used as his subject “ The 
Propagation Of African Violets.” In a 
brief history he said that growing 
African Violets began in Germany in 
1894 when IO specimen plants were 
sent there from East Africa. It spread 
to the United States in the 1940’s with 
the double Blue Boy being the original 
plant. The numerous varieties and 
colors now available have all come 
from experimentation 
with 
the 
original type. 
Mr. Renick demonstrated ways of 
propagating African Violets by using 
leaves, center whorls of older plants 
and the multiple crowns which form on 
the leaves of the plant. Although good 
starting mixtures are available he 
prefers a mixture of vermiculite, 
perlite and charcoal and feeds the 
plants with liquid fertilizer. He em­ 
phasized the importance of controlling 


moisture and light. 
The plant must not stand in water 
and needs fresh air and strong light 
with an eastern or southern exposure 
recommended. From March 15th to 
Oct. 15th sunlight through a glass 
window should be filtered by a sheer 
curtain. 
Mr. Renick grows his plants under 
artificial lights and controlled con­ 
ditions. He displayed a variety of 
beautiful plants that he has grown, 
including trailing and miniature 
African violets which clearly showed 
the success of his experimentation and 
research.

MKI, capping a study sponsored by 
the Glass Container Manufacturers 
Institute, announced today four 
products made from waste glass can 
Im* applied competitively to the con­ 
struction industry and for highway 
surfaces. 


The products are building panels 
weighing up to 1,900 pounds each, an 


idea developed at the Colorado School 
of Mines; glass wool insulation, 
already under production 
by 
the 
Sealtite Insulation M anufacturing 
Corp., W aukesha, Wis.; terrazzo 
flooring and slurry seal for pavement. 
MKI said studies on each product 
revealed the following: 


G lass-rubble building panels; 
Detailed laboratory tests indicate that 
“from the standpoint of crushing 
strength . . . water absorption and 
ability to stand freezing and thawing 
w eather, the glass-rubble panels 
compare favorably with high-strength 
concrete blocks.” Oimpared to the 


variety of prefabricated building 
panels sidling from $1 to $5 per square 
foot, the proposed 4-10-foot panels 
would probably sell in the range of 
$1 50 to $3. 
Glass Wool insulation: 
It can 
contain IO to 50 per cent waste glass. 
“The glass wool manufacturer that 
uses recovered glass . . . should realize 
about a $10-a-ton cost advantage over 
competitive firm s” using traditional 
materials and methods.

Of Ty phoid 
In Florida 


HOMESTEAD, Fla. 
(A P) - A 
“ voluntary quarantine” has been 
imposed on a migrant farm labor 
camp here in an attempt to halt a local 
epidemic of typhoid found in 15 of 107 
persons sent to hospitals for testing. 
The 2,000 residents “ are allowed to 
leave the camp to buy food or work but 
that’s about all,” Dade County Public 
Health Director Dr. Milton Saslaw said 
Sunday. “ They’ve been ordered to stay 
in the camp.” 
Health officials said the number of 
confirmed typhoid cases from a 
contaminated water supply at the 
camp had risen to 15 but there had 
been no deaths reported since the 
outbreak a week ago. 
Hospital officials said today the bulk 
of the 107 persons under observation 
were still hospitalized and there was 
no indication when they would be re­ 
leased. 
The epidemic has been labeled by 
officials as the area’s biggest typhoid 
outbreak in recent memory. 
“ We’re fairly certain that the water 
supply is the culprit,” said Saslaw. The 
camp, 25 miles south of Miami, is 
served by two wells.

But more and more 
he is impressing colleagues with his

one of the 
toughest 
assignments: 
chairmanship of the 
Finance Committee. 
'ITie l/ouisiana Democrat has been 
Finance chairman for seven years, 
and associates say only a change in 
home-state politics or Republican 
control of the Senate could keep him 
from holding the job for life. He is 54. 
On the other hand, he is given little 
chance at leadership of the full Senate. 
He worked his way into the leadership 
structure in 1965, taking over as whip 
when Sen. 
Hubert H, 
Humphrey 
became vice president. 
But I/mg was not particularly active 
as whip. This, coupled 
with 
his 
sometimes-erratic behavior in the 
Senate and away from it, led to his 
ouster at the hands of Sen. Edward M. 
Kennedy in 1969. Kennedy,in turn, was 
unseated two years later by Sen. 
Robert C, Byrd. 
Friends say one factor in I/mg’s 
momentary decline was his first wife, 
who did not care for life in Washington. 
Shortly after losing the whip’s job, 
I /mg was divorced by his wife and was 
remarried in December 1969 to 
Carolyn Bason, herself a veteran of 20 
years as a Capitol Hill staffer. 


With this turn of events, Long im­ 
mersed himself in the Finance 
Committee’s work and his Senate 
career has been on the upswing since. 
Already he is gearing for a fifth Senate 
race next year.

CINCINNATI, Ohio (AP) - Rep. 
William Keating, R-Ohio, says the 
United States should consider sanc­ 
tions against countries that meekly 
accept terrorists acts within their 
boundaries. 


“ This country ought to consider not 
giving any aid to those countries that 
permit or give sanction to terrorists,” 
Keating said Sunday. 
He reacted in response to the 
slayings of two American diplomats by 
Arab guerrillas in the Sudan ths week. 


Keating said America “ should 
consider bringing back some of our 
dimlomats, or maybe even breaking 
diplomatic ties with those who provide 
terorists sanctuary.”

HOMESTEAD, Fla. (A P)

‘‘voluntary quarantine” has been 
imposed on a migrant farm labor 
camp here in an attempt to halt a local 
epidemic of typhoid found in 15 of 107 
persons sent to hospitals for testing. 
The 2,000 residents “ are allowed to 
leave the camp to buy food or work but 
that’s about all,” Dade County Public 
Health Director Dr. Milton Saslaw said 
Sunday. “ They’ve been ordered to stay 
in the camp.” 
Health officials said the number of 
confirmed typhoid cases from a 
contaminated water supply at the 
camp had risen to 15 but there had 
been no deaths reported since the 
outbreak a week ago.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Before the 
United States provides aid to North 
Vietnam, Secretary of Defense Elliot 
L. Richardson says, there must be a 
real cease-fire in force in South 
Vietnam. 
He said $2.9 billion earm arked in the 
defense budget for Southeast Asia 
could be tapped for reconstruction aid 
to Hanoi, but only in direct proportion 
to the reduction of hostilities. 
“If there isn t a peace to be 
strengthened and to be preserved, we 
can’t very well begin the work of 
reconstruction,’’ Richardson said at a 
news conference Tuesday. 
Richardson said the $2.9 billion 
"allows for some relatively low level of 
continuing hostilities and a resupply of 
South Vietnamese and laotian forces 
that this would necessitate.” 
But as the fighting decreased, more 
money 
becomes 
available 
for 
reconstruction aid, he said. 
Congressional critics have said they 
fear aid to Hanoi might come from 
dom estic 
program 
budgets, 
a 
possibility President Nixon has ruled 
out. There have also been fears that 
aid funds would come from other 
sources if Congress disapproved.
